Youth today on a horse is something to warm the heart. 
Whether in the hunting field or show ring—equitation classes or 
otherwise, riders under 21 years are in the limelight. Many people 
ing other parts of the country, reading accounts of north eastern 
shows no doubt do not realize that such well known riders as Anne 
Morningstar, Carol Gussenhoven, Nancy Moran, Bob Gillmore, Polly 
Jennings, all of whom are riding the top winning horses in that part 
of the country, are still below the voting age. 

Anne Morningstar, after getting her share-of national honors in 
the equitation field, including the A. S. P. C. A. Horsemanship Event 
at the Garden, was asked to ride such champions as Magic Luck, 
\Varrior, Pink Clover, and now Transportation in the hunter divisions 
and Pabst Brew, among others in the open classes. Carol Gussen- 
hoven, rated a professional being the daughter of the Rosedale Stable 
owner, is probably best known for her many spectacular perform- 
ances on Rose Parade and more recently Dennis Moore. Nancy 
Moran, another many times horsemanship champion including the 
A. S. P. C. A. Event at the National, still jumps from equitation clas- 
ses in the ring to Joe Hale’s string of conformation hunter champ- 
ions and the Farrell’s greys on the outside course. Bob Gillmore 
rides his father’s horses exclusively and does a mighty fine job on 
their best, Towie. Polly Jennings is winning innumerable seat and 
hands classes and at the same time amateur and ladies open classes 
on Sheik of Albrurae. Elaine Moore, Richard Webb, Peggy Johnson, 
Russell Stewart, Albert Merkel, and by far the greater majority of 
riders at the eastern shows today are juniors. 

Many of these are the products of some of the very best instruc- 
tors in the country. Gordon Wright turns out a flock of them. as 
does Al Honiewood, Felicia Townsend, Mrs. Frank Thompson, Ray- 
mond Burr, Capt. Marsman and Teddy Wahl, but most of all, experi- 
ence 1s proving their best teacher. 

M. F. H. “Bunny” Almy of the Quansett Hunt has been assisted 
for some years now by Miss Anne Vogel, who whips in to him and 
helps walk hounds during the week. What’s more, she isn’t the in- 
effectual galfoping whip cracker that might be expected from a 
young girl. She does an efficient, intelligent job, has a very nice 
hound voice, and probably could do exceedingly well in hunting 
hounds herself. Roy Daly with the Fairfield County Hunt has been 
whipping in to the various huntsmen that have hunted those hounds 
for at least five years and is only about 17 years old now. 

Speaking in generalities, these riders mentioned and 99% of the 
hunting juniors, in eastern New York and New England Fields, are 
mounted on horses, not ponies. Most of these are Thoroughbreds, 
that would be a credit to anyone’s stable—junior or senior. 

Made quiet hunting horses are hard to find now, as everyone 
knows, and necessity seems to be the mother in this case, of con- 
scientious endeavor to ride better horses that take a lot of riding. 
On early cold mornings, the senior hunting members can’t help but 
be impressed when they see 14 and 15 year old girls and boys taking 
the kinks out of 16 hand Thoroughbreds. And when hounds start 
running, they are among the first flighters, taking their own line and 
not infrequently giving a lead to their fathers over a tight 4 foot 
feuce. Time was when most Masters kept junior riders to the rear 
oi the Field in order that rails could be dropped, fallen children pick- 
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ed up and brushed off, to maintain some order from otherwise 
chaotic confusion that no doubt would have been created due to lack! 
of knowledge, experience and ability. Those days should be gone’ 
forever. The future of American hunting for some years to come 
should be assured, thanks to the willing cooperation of riding in| 
structors, the generosity of parents and Masters, and the enthusiasm) 
and courage of the youngsters themselves.

Tricks Without Traction 


Dear Sir: 

In the discussion on the relative 
merits of dressage in recent issues 
of The Chronicle, mention was made 
at various times of the gallop in re- 
yerse. It was alluded to as one of 
the most accomplished movements 
in the dressage, that left audiences 
spellbound at horse shows. I do not 
doubt that that is precisely the ef- 
fect which it has on the lay public. 
As far as dressage is concerned, 
however, it is of no value whatever; 
in fact it is contrary to the basic 
concepts and aims, and simply does 
not belong. 

If in any European country a con- 
testant in a dressage contest would 
show his horse galloping backwards 
(which to my knowledge has never 
happened), he would probably be 
politely asked by the judges to leave 
the ring, as he had demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of all concerned that 
he had not grasped the fundamental 
meaning of it all. 

Never has such a stunt been re- 
quired in any of the Olympic Games, 
nor do the rules of the F. E. I, in- 
clude that manoeuvre, which  be- 
longs to the circus. Tricks like these 
definitely do not improve the horse, 
put only harm it, and do their bit to 
discredit the dressage, (under which 
title it is naturally passed on), but 
of which it is no part. 

The reason for this is fundamen- 
tal and quite simple. Dressage aims 
at an obedient, well balanced, sup- 
pled horse, that is always light in 
hand, comfortable to ride, and whose 
natural gaits have been developed 
to the fullest. Balance requires that 
the hindquarters step farther under 
the center of gravity and thus carry 
an increased portion of the total 
load. This increased engagement of 
the haunches will produce elastic, 
rythmic movements and the “‘light- 
ness’, to which Colonel Cole refer- 
red recently in his interesting arti- 
cle. All this cannot be obtained with- 
out collection. Collection, however, 
requires impulsion, impulsion for- 
ward, and not backward. The desire 
to go forward and to stretch freely 
into the bit must be apparent at all 
times, even at such collected exer- 
cises as the Piaffee, i. e. the trot on 
the spot. If these basic requirements 
are carefully observed, excessive 
flexing at the poll cannot occur, as 
the genuine collection comes from 
behind, from the hindlegs, and is 
not the result of work with hands. 
Even the correct, rythmic stepping 
backward of the horse with well 
bent haunches is initiated by first 
urging the horse gently into the bit. 

The word “gallop’’ always im- 
plies forward motion. To make a 
horse move backward other than in 
a natural, free manner, as for in- 
stance, in the so-called gallop back- 
ward, the horse must be thoroughly 
behind the bit and move with stiff 
hindlegs; otherwise it cannot pos- 
sibly execute this freak motion. And 
if the horse finally has been induc- 
ed against this nature and probably 
in self-defense, to hobble backward 
in this fashion, what good has been 
accomplished? Has its way of going 
been improved thereby? No, defini- 
tely not. Instead, it has acquired 
habits, which any horse would bet- 
ter be without. 

Dressage is not showmanship, and 


it is not practiced for that purpose. 
Above all, it shuns all movements 
that are not natural to the horse, It 
is entirely unsophisticated and noth- 
ing more than a perfectly logical 
and natural procedure to improve 
and preserve the usefulness of the 
horse under the saddle through a 
series of gymnastic exercises, chosen 
with full regard for the horse’s in- 
dividual characteristics, in which a 
“gallop backward” has no place.

The cob, illustrated 
cover this week from the brush of 
Frank Voss, is not nearly so well 
known in this country as in Eng- 
land and Ireland. Over there it is 
a most useful animal, being seen 
frequently pulling carts on London 
streets, hunting with children up 
or as the inevitable shooting pony 
on hundreds of moors. 

Peterboro, Mr. Stanley Reeve’s 

cob, has been a regular follower of 
Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds 
for several years. He can stay with 
the best, galloping on over the big 
grass country with determination. 
Cobs are of an indeterminant origin 
but have been crossed with various 
breeds of ponies and have inherited 
the pony’s intelligence and canny 
sense. Peterboro is no exception be- 
ing one of the cleverest in the Reeve 
hunter stable. 
* Peterboro is an 
is more a type rather than breed, 
there being no such nomenclature 
among cobs in Ireland as the Welsh 
Cob which developed its own Stud 
Book some years ago. The cow as it 
is known in England and Ireland is 
a light draft horse which is used as 
much for hunting as it is pulling 
light carts. In Ireland the cob is 
probably principally the result of 
crossing the Connemara pony with 
the Thoroughbred while in England 
the Fell and Dale ponies have been 
used to produce the breed which is 
light, chunky and smart with its 
docked tail and close coupled con- 
formation giving the appearance of 
a miniature Percheron without the 
great weight and straightness. of 
shoulder.

Thoroughbreds In The Hunting Field 








The Sprinter Or The Stayer Is 
Controversial Issue In Selecting The 
Best Type To Hunt Across Country 





Hark Forrard 


The first section of this series on 
hunter breeding was devoted to the 
various breeds of light horses used 
for hunting. Our conclusion was 
that none of these could properly be 
considered a hunter breed although 
the Thoroughbred comes very much 
closer to being a hunter breed than 
any other. The second section then 
went on to consider the various 
breeds and strains which have been 
used to cross with Thoroughbred 
blood in order to produce hunters. 
Here again our conclusion was that 
no system of cross breeding has been 
generally accepted as the right way 
to breed hunters. Having thus dealt 
with the past and present of hunter 
breeding. we now take up the future 

As long as we have no breed of 
hunter nor any generally accepted 
way of producing hunters, either 
by cross breeding or otherwise, how 
can we create a hunter breed? There 
are two alternatives. Either we can 
take different strains of blood and 
create a new breed from the mix- 
ture or we can take an_ existing 
preed and, by selection of the best 
strains within it, bring about the 
desired result. 

The mingling of different strains 
is the European system. Germany, 
Hungary, France and other contin- 
ental countries have produced their 
officers and troopers mounts—the 
Trakehners, Shagyas, Feneks, Nor- 
mands and other strains—by cross- 
ing Thoroughbreds with native 
stock. They have produced excellent 
results, notably with the Trakehner 
horse of East Prussia. It has taken 
a hundred years or more, but un- 
questionably they have gone far to- 
ward attaining the goal—as anyone 
who saw the great show of captured 
horses held by the Remount Service 
at the Front Royal (Va.) Depot in 
April 1946 can testify. 


There are some practical objec- 


tions to this course, however. _To 
mix different strains of blood into 
a fixed breed is a much more 


lengthy and laborious process than 
to select within a breed. We can- 
not take over bodily one or more of 
the continental breeds. They have 
much seattered by the 


is 


been pretty 
war and what we have salvaged 
mere drop in the bucket. More- 
breeds, being of com- 
paratively recent creation, are not 
sufficiently prepotent to impress 
themselves on other breeds and 
strains, even though they reproduce 
themselves with reasonable consis- 
tency within their own bloodlines. 
The Trakehner stallions brought 
over by the Remount Service in the 
1920’s made no lasting impression 
on our hunter breeding picture, al- 
though they had excellent oppor- 
tunities at the stud. 

The more practical course, then, 
is to take an existing breed and to 
select within it the strains most 
suitable for the hunting field. The 
choice or such a breed is obvious. 
The Thoroughbred, like its foun- 
dation sire Eclipse, is first and the 
rest nowhere. 

Our problem thus narrows itself 
to what strains of Thoroughbred 
blood are most suitable for the pro- 
duction of hunters. If we can first 
determine these strains, we can 
later proceed to the practical pro- 
blem of how to mingle them so as 
to create a true Thoroughbred 
Hunter breed. 

There are certain qualities which 
the Thoroughbred, as a breed, al- 
ready possesses and which are ideal- 


ever these 


ly suited for the hunting field. Qne 
is speed; another is galloping 
action; a third is stamina. We need 
not goncern ourselves* about the 
strains which have these particular 
qualities because they are common 
to the breed as a whole. 

There are also certain qualities 
essential to the good hunter, which 
are found in some Thoroughbred 
bloodlines and not in others. Neces- 
sarily it is with regard to these that 
we must pick and choose. They may 
be classified under three headings, 
namely type, temperament = and 
soundness. 

From the hunter point of view 
many Thoroughbreds are deficient 
in type. For one think they are lack- 
ing in substance. Many of our most 
fashionable strains from a racing 
point of view are too light and 
weedy to carry a heavy man all day 
across country. 

An even more serious fault, how- 
ever, is the inability of many Thor 
oughbreds to reproduce themselves 
as to type. They still run “in all 
shapes and sizes’’. Full brothers and 
sisters of widely varying types are 
most common. In the field of speed, 
which is the only factor for which 
they have been consistently selec- 
ted, Thoroughbreds reproduce them- 
selves with perfectly adequate re- 
gularity. In the field of type, how- 
ever, there is entirely too much in- 
consistency for the hunter breeder, 
whose primary concern is produc- 
ing a horse of correct hunter type. 

Thoroughbreds are generally 
divided into two main types—sprin- 
ters and stayers. The sprinter type 
is the short-legged, long-barrelled 
horse, He has low withers and a 
comparatively straight shoulder. He 
is heavily muscled, particularly in 
the shoulders, loins, forearms and 
gaskins. He is wide in the chest 
rather than deep. The point of the 
croup is apt to be a little higher 
than the withers. He resembles to 
a considerable degree the western 
Quarter Horse. 

The stayer, on the other hand, is 
longer legged with a short back. He 
has high withers and sloping should- 
ers. His muscles are long and flat, 
like a cat’s, rather than bunchy and 
prominent. He is deep rather than 
wide through the chest and _ his 
front legs are placed closer togeth- 
er. His withers are apt to be higher 
than the point of the croup. 

At this point someone is sure to 
point out that Bolingbroke, who has 
many characteristics of the sprinter, 
was one of the best distance horses 
of recent times; that Battleship, 
who stands only 15.2, won the 
Liverpool Grand National: and that 
he just saw a 17 hand horse win a 
six furlong race at Charles Town. 
With all of this we quite agree. In 
fact we could cite a lot more horses

who didn’t run the way they looked. 
By and large, however, the horses 
that look like sprinters win at six 
furlongs and the horses that look 
like stayers win at a mile and a 
half and up. 

Which make the best’ hunters, 
sprinters or stayers? Every few 
years someone propounds this ques- 
tion in the columns of our English 
contemporary, ‘‘Horse and Hound’’. 
It is invariably the starting gun for 
a knock down and drag out fight 
that makes the Battle of the Bulge 
seem like a pink tea. There seems 
to be nothing that makes your Eng- 
lish hunting man see red and in- 
cites him to riot more than this con- 
troversial issue. For many months 
thereafter the correspondence col- 
umns bulge with statements and 
counter-statements, dictions and 
contradictions. Add to this a gen- 
erous sprinkling of personal re- 
marks and vou have a highly season- 
ed dish of newsprint. Both sides re- 
main unconvinced, but when the 
smoke has cleared away an interest- 
ing body of fact and theory remains. 

We now throw this same ques- 
tion into the laps of Chronicle read- 
ers with the hope that it may start 
a fire which will develop into a 
blaze by the time we get down to 
answering it in the next issue.

Atmosphere—that’s what Quen- 
tin has. You feel it when you drive 
through the gates into the roomy 
stable yard. The stable yard flanked 
py the fine, old permanent stables 
and the cast iron jockeys extending 
their arms as if to greet you.

Dunham Woods Offers 
Unusual Features 


For Young And Old 


Margaret M. de Martelly 
One hundred twelve years ago, a 


man named Dunham settled in 
Wayne, Illinois, forty miles north- 
west of Chicago. There, he subse- 


quently established the largest horse 
mart of its type, in the world. He 
imported breeding stock from 
France and the fame of his Black 
Percheron and French Coach cham- 


pions, became world wide. Rosa 
3onheur was a frequent visitor at 
Wayne and some of her originals 


are hanging in the old Dunham Cas- 
tle which is the present home of Mr. 
and Mrs. John L. Dole, (Barbara 
Dunham). At the 1947 show, there 
was a blonde, teen aged lassie, very 
smart in her tweed coat. She is Bar- 
bara Dole, the youngest of the clan 
Dunham, unbroken in Wayne, since 
1835. Shades of champions of more 
than a century seem to gallop and 
snort and prance over the age old 
stables, on Sept. 6 and 7 lifting the 
Dunham Woods show above the or- 
dinary countryside event. 

The first day of the show was 
devoted entirely to children’s class- 
es. I counted 48 contenders in the 
children’s handling class and it did 
not seem bigger than the other 
elasses. This event is something of 
an innovation and certainly is a 
constructive addition to any horse 
show. The Barrington children, with 
whom I spend much time, were in- 
spired to greater achievement in 
practicing for this class. Many of 
them are their own grooms and they 
were yearning to ‘“‘show off’’. Chris- 
topher Wadsworth of Kenmore, N. 
Y. and James Gilcrist of Evanston, 
I}kl., who judged the show, realized, 
however, that this class could have 
taken up the entire afternoon, had 


they asked each of that two score 
and eight, really to ‘‘handle’”’ his 
horse. Each one was asked to dis- 


mount, to name parts of equipment, 
areas of certain unsoundnesses, to 
pick up a hoof and to lead over to 
the rail. It was an inspiring sight. 
The horsemanship classes inadver- 
tantly brought forth the realization 
that there are two schools of thought 
as to which diagonal is the proper 
one on which to post in the ring. 
My own training is, that it should 
be the shoulder next to the rail be- 
cause, as the horse’ throws his 
weight around the turn bearing 
much of his weight on the should- 
er which is the axis, he is overbur- 
dened on that shoulder, if his rider 
is posting on that diagonal. The 
other thought is, that, as the horse 
must extend the shoulder next to 
the rail, farther than the one on 
the inside of the turn, he needs 
greater freedom on that side. It is 
food for an enlightening discussion.

There is a saying about mighty 
oaks that spring from tiny acorns, 
which is, at this time, very apropos 
in the Barrington, IIl., countryside. 

During the war years, with fath- 
ers absent from many homes, tires 
and gasoline rationed and letters of 
the alphabet shuffled and arranged 
to imply restrictions upon every- 
thing but brushing one’s teeth, my 
husband and I organized a _ tiny 
horse show in our back field for 
those who were near enough to ar- 
rive by horse power. It was ‘called 
the Midget Mountain Horse Show, 
in deference to those beautiful but 
unproductive hills behind our house. 
The first year, it rained for twenty- 
four hours before and quite steadily 
throughout the show, but the show 
went on. Courageous youngsters out- 
rode their parents over a difficult 
hunter course, on wet turf. 

In 1946, the first post-war show 
expanded into a very delightful 
though strictly local show at Orville 
Caesar’s Round Barn, a civic pro- 
ject without profit. 

Now, in 1947, the show, having 
passed through its adolescence, open 
only to amateurs, by invitation only, 
is a member of the A. H. S. A. 

| have covered shows as a mere 
reporter, an equestrian technician, 
and as a judge, but the ring side 
seat is that of a committee member, 
the wife of another member of the 
committee! 

With pre-horse-show jitters and 
anticipation of calamity at having 
authorized the expenditure of sev- 
eral thousand dollars, friendship 
was at low ebb at the committee 
meetings. On the day of the show, 
even the echo had died away, of 
such remarks as; 








“I’m not on that committee, but 
if I were——!”’ 
“One scotch and soda seems to 


loosen my tongue at both ends and 
so [ think I shall stay home from 
the next meeting and let John go 
alone.” 

“Darling, I don’t mean to scold, 
but your remarks this evening were 
slightly insulting.” 

“I will see it through this year— 
but never again!”’ 

“I don’t see how you know, as 
you slept through most of the meet- 
ing.” 

Finally the great day came. Ring- 


master Robert Snyder smiled 
through the procedure. Anouncer 
Francis Newcombe wove all loose 


ends together. All committee mem- 
bers were once again, warm friends 
with a touch of amnesia concerning 
those meetings which really begot 
success. 

One of the high spots of the show 
was the Dowagers’ class, horseman- 
ship only to count. No black velvet 
neck bands nor _ longnettes just 
mothers ranging from 25 to 55. To 
qualify, one must put a miminum of 
one child on the countryside school 
bus each day, and be able to use a 
hoof hook effectively. Honors went 
to Mrs. Cerwith Hamill of Wayne, 
first whipper in to M. F. H. McClure 
Kelley of Wayne-duPage. Mesdames 
Courtney Fitzpatrick, William Cag- 
ney, Norman Vaughan, Leonard 
Karcher, John Bennett and several 
others rode like Spartans. Mrs. P 
H. Oliver had to scratch because she 
was at Sherman Hospital in nearby 
Elgin, at the time of the class. The 
green hunter, owned and shown by 
her seventeen vear old son, Jack.

der him. The huge grey lay, strick- 
en with fear, making it look like a 
mortal accident for both horse and 
boy.

Canadian National 


Resumed After War 
With Large Entries 


Broadview 

The Dominion of Canada has long 
awaited the resumption of the Can- 
adian National Exhibition which was 
received with tremendous response. 
The Horse how held from Sept. 1 
to the 6th drew expecially large en- 
tries, mostly from Ontario and Que- 
pec, and though there were no 
American exhibitors there were a 
number of American horses. Cana- 
dians are ever seeking _ horses of 
higher caliber and quality and this 
show gave an excellent example of 
the progress in recent years. 

The classes for Half-bred hunters 
clearly indicated the set back the 
preeding industry suffered during 
the war, and the whole-hearted en- 
deavor on the part of our farmer 
preeders to resume the production 
of the once well known and useful 
type of Canadian Half-bred hunter. 
Foal and yearling classes were large 
and displayed some excellent quali- 
ty colts. Entries tailed off somewhat 
in the 2-yr.-old classes and were 
very light for 3-yr.-olds. 

The hunter division at the show 
offered many challenges, where 
quality horses of reputation met for 
the first time. Courses and condi- 
tions saw the hunter awards well 
distributed. The H. J. O’Connells 
from Quebec set something of a re- 
cord when their three  Irish-bred 
horses accounted for the green class- 
es. Randlestown defeated 14 entries 
in the heavyweight, Inverlily was 
placed over a class of 23 in the 
middleweight, while Ballamena top- 
ped 26 lightweights. 

Vernon G. Cardy’s strong hunter 
stable also from Quebec suffered a 
set-back on the opening night when 
his top horse Jervis Bay encounter- 
ed an injury in the qualified hunt- 
ers, though his stablemates Light- 
land and Times Square placed Ist. 
and 2nd over a very big course. 
Lightland, truly a picture horse, re- 
peated his winning form on_ the 
closing night to take the hunter 
sweepstake over Ballamena. 

Ballamena received the blue rib- 
bon in the hunters under saddle, 
where he defeated J. Elliott Cottrel- 
le’s smooth filly Singing High, which 
started her career in line classes in 
Virginia. 

War Bond won the Canadiah-bred 
hunter stake for E. H. Cudney over 
the Cottrelle horse Gay Boy, win- 
ner of this event at the Royal Win- 
ter Fair, and ridden by Doug Cud- 
ney placed ist for the child’s hunter. 

Regalaire well known Ontario 
horse won two of the most keenly 
contested classes at the show for 
0. D. Robinson, the open _light- 
weight, defeating Lightland and the 
lady’s hunter, placing over thirty- 
five horses, the biggest hunter class 
at the show. 

The corinthian class, always spec- 
tacular had all four of Canada’s re- 
cognized hunts yepresented. The 
magnificent performance of Senator 
won the trophy for W. R. Ballard. 
This fine big chestnut took the 2nd 
ribbon for open heavyweights, bow- 
ing to Times Square. 

The jumper division brought 
forth the high caliber of competition 
as was expected. 

The program started with the 
event for novice jumpers with no 
less than 62 entries. Credit Valley, 
big grey lepper owned by C. Morris, 
Well known to horsemen, who once 
was huntsman for the Eglinton 
Hunt, carried off the blue defeating 
Tom Pogue’s Torpedo, and Merry 
Legs, a recently acquired green one 
of J. Elliot Cottrelle. 

Forty-one of the top performers in 
the Dominion competed in the open 
Performance when Sid Christian 
tode Vernon G. Cardy’s well known 
Prince Tex to victory. Poppy, W. R. 
Ballard’s spectacular little mare and 
favorite with the crowd, ridden by 
that happy Irishman Paddy Farrell 
Dlaced 2nd over C. Loveless’ equally 
famous King Hi, ridden by Rosalie 
Howell. 

The touch-and-out stake had four 
Preliminaries with over 40 horses 
competing.

The inter-municipality jumping 
teams represented eight districts 
with the honors going to the Cardy 
team from Val David, Quebec over 
Dr. Watson’s entry from Thornhill, 
Ont. Maj. Gen. A. C. Spencer’s team 
from London, Ont. placed 3rd.

Last Saturday week-end may ap-

Day at the Races. 

It was featured by two $50,000 
events—that amount being now just 
a modest endowment which—the 
winning of it we mean—is helpful 
toward paying the help and shipping 
away when the meeting closes; one 
of which was consecrated to the 
sex, while they forcibly took poss- 
ession of the other. 

Moreover, there were so many otf 
them, all perfect ladies, clamoring 
to start, in the first of the pair, 
that an indulgent management, al- 
ways anxious to do something for 
the oppressed and down-trodden 
feminine contingent, didn’t do a 
thing but pull the two-in-one act. 


That is to say, it split the field of 
twenty-one dames and demoiselles 
that had declared their intention to 
contend into two divisions and gave 
each of them $50,000, plus starting 
fees and forfeits, to fight for among 
themselves. 

Illustrating, once again, that the 
tyrannical male is just as vulnerable 
to that venerable entity known ai 
sex appeal as he was' before the 
Flood. 

All this occurred as touchin’ on 
and appertainin’ to the Beldame 
Handicap, often called the Mares’ 
Derby, which now has for several 
seasons past been run annually at 
the Aqueduct fall meeting and has 
become one of the autumn’s most 
widely publicized and popular items 
on the racing calendar.

When 
it is related that Snow Goose, while 
whanging so high, carried but 106 
Ibs., while Gallorette carried the 
trifle of 126, a concession of a mere 
20 lbs., light is thrown on a sur- 
prising result. 

Division No. 2 of the Beldame 
saw something different in a way— 
vet in a way similar. 

The top-weight, Miss Grillo, 126 
lbs., again finished second, but she 
was barely nosed out by But Why 
Not (120 Ilbs.), with the favorite. 
Elpis (123 lbs.) coming third in a 
thrilling three-horse scrimmage in 
which the ladies took their hair 
down and indulged in a most heated 
argument. 

Snow Goose, who coasted in, as 
stated, in the first division, is by 
*Mahmoud out of Judy O’Grady a 
daughter of Man o’War that won 
some good races for Mr. Jeffords a 
few years back. But little use had 
been made of her previously this 
season—5 races, of which she had 
won two, including her last previ- 
ous outing the week before. She 
had, however, been put down as a 
sprinter and not one of the selectors 
gave her a chance to finish in the 
first three. 

There was, though beaten, salve 
if not a salvo for Gallorette. Her 
$10,000 second money raised her 
all-time winnings to $337,865 and 
made her the champion money-win- 
ner of her sex, displacing Busher 
with a credit of $334,035. 

As for But Why Not, winner of 
the second division, she was already 
the acknowledged champion three- 
year-old filly of the season, with 1 
whole cluster of important stakes to 
her credit, and her victory raised 
her earnings forg 1947 above the

Swamp Fever Causes Dampner On Racing 
As Horsemen Ponder Methods To Stamp 
Out Disease That Threatens Entire Sport

Outside the window of the office 
in which these lines are _ written, 
workmen are putting the finishing 
touches to Beautiful Belmont and 
even the gray skies and occasional 
drools of rain—in keeping with the 
opening day tradition here—do not 
detract from the handsomeness of 
this greatest of the New York 
tracks. 

Yet there is a depression here 
that has nothing to do with the wea- 
ther. These are busy mornings here 
during this week, for Armed and 
Jimmy Jones, Assault and Max 
Hirsch are working each morning 
toward Saturday’s special and al} 
sorts of experts are on hand early 
to pronounce judgment on the stars. 


Swamp Fever 

But the depression evident on all 
sides is the result of the truly des- 
perate situation brought on by the 
Swamp Fever epidemic in New Eng- 
land. It came nearer. home here in 
New York a few days ago when a 
horse in Red Bank on a farm was 
found to be suffering with it and 
New York’s tracks clamped down a 
strict embargo. Horsemen are slow- 
ly realizing that their entire indus- 
try is threatened and, perhaps by 
the time these lines see the light of 
day, the infected horses will have 
been destroyed. Every day they lin- 
ger increases the danger. 

Responsible medical authorities 
have known since the outset that 
there was no cure for the fever: 
that the only measure to be taken 
was to destroy the animals and dis- 
pose of the remains. Yet the horse- 
men and the insurance companies at 
Rockingham have been gambling 
and to date nothing has been done. 
The TRA and the tracks, the Gray- 
son Foundation and others have 
been on the verge of finally clear- 
ing the thing up, but the seriousness 
of the situation cannot be over em- 
phasized. 


Embargo On Shipments 

Marshall Cassidy, one of the best 
officials. racing has had, flew to 
Rockingham and returned deeply 
impressed with the danger and an- 
xious for something to be done. He 
feels that one method would be to 
have every track place an embargo 
on shipments. That is, end move- 
ment of horses for a stated period, 
perhaps sixty days. 

Then, he feels, each track should 
supervise the elaborate screening of 
every. horse on the place. Each 
should be given the blood tests 
which are apparently the only sure 
way of discovering whether or not 
a horse has the disedse. Then, when 
this has been done, all the horses 
in the country would have been 
screened and the disease stamped 
out. 

Such a plan would, of course work 
a hardship on some tracks. Mary- 
land comes to mind as the one most 
affected at this time. But horsemen 
must realize that they are facing 
the possible extinction of their sport. 
That is not an exaggeration, it is a 
fact. 

The Special 

In the meantime, on the cheerier 
side, there is Belmont, with a truly 
great stake array and some wonder- 
ful horses on the ground. This first 
week will be overshadowed by the 
Special, which is not a match race, 
technically, but which will be called 
one none the less. A match race {fs 
one in which the two owners put up 
a purse of their own, a special is 
one where the association puts up 
the purse. 


Armed vs. Assault 
It appears now, five days before 
the race, that Armed will go to the 
post a favorite, though there will 
probably be more support for As- 
sault here in New York than there 
might have been had the race gone

The sale of the six furlong Char- 
les Town race track by A. J. Boyle 
may soon be announced. We hope 
this transaction is consummated in 
short order for the reason that the 
West Virginia commission is re- 
portedly holding up permission to 
run the regular fall meeting until 
repairs and improvements are made 
on the grounds. On a similar sub- 
ject, a race track is planned ‘way 
out west in New Mexico with the 
ex-pugilist Jack Dempsey as asso- 
ciate promoter. Eight rounds daily 
and a gong instead of a starting bell. 


TOURMENT WINS FRENCH ST. 

LEGER 

Another son of the good French 
sire, Tourbillon, added fame and 
glory to this patriarch when Tour- 
ment, out of Fragment, won the 
French St. Leger for the Baron de 
Waldner, also owner of the English 
Derby winner, Pearl Diver. This 


colt ran 4th to Sayajirao in the 
English St. Leger, which, by the 
way, was the first classic win for 
that lavish spender on horses, the 
Gaekwar of Baroda. 


SLOW WORKS—FAST MILES 

One of the best trainers goes along 
on the old theory that “a lot of 
long slow works make a lot of fast 
miles in racing’’. 


JOCKEY WITMER SUCCUMBS 

The Sport of Kings lost a gentle- 
man and fine rider on Sept. 12th 
when “Pappy” Witmer succumbed 
to a punctured lung and internal in- 
juries resulting from aée spill two 
days previously at Timonium. Lead- 
ing the field with Night Colleen, his 
saddle turned, throwing him to the 
ground in front of the charging 
horses. We liked the way horses 
ran for Jockey Witmer—and will! 
for a long, long time miss the thrill 
of watching him on the “Bill Daly” 
at local ovals. 


AJAX, AUSTRALIAN IMPORT 

An excellent race horse and sire 
will soon cross the Pacific from 
Australia. This is the chestnut 13 
year old, Ajax, headed for stud dutv 
at C. S. Howard’s Ridgewood Ranch 
at Willits, California. Ajax won 36 
races, 18 of them in succession, and 
has been a good sire, the best of his 
get probably being Magnificent, win- 
ner of the A. J. C. Derby and Vic- 
toria Derby. The most striking thing 
about Ajax’s pedigree is the triple 
eross of the “cup” horse, Cyllene, 
grandsire of the speed sire, Phalaris. 
Mr. Howard made the purchase from 
W. J. Smith of Waterloo, N. S. W., 
who, if memory serves us correctly, 
is the man who sent *Beau Pere and 
*Alibhai to Mr. Mayer. 


CONSIGNMENTS TO FALL SALE 

A little while back we mentioned 
the broodmares to be sold by Wil- 
liam Helis at Garden State Park on 
October 2nd and 8rd. Now along 
comes word of another offering of 
beautifully bred mares, this one the 
consignment which Maine Chance 
Farm is sending to the Keenelana 
Fall Sates. This consists of eleven 
head, daughters of the top brood- 
mare sires, *Sir Gallahad III, Man 
o’War, Stimulus. two *Bull Dogs, 
Blue Larkspur and such. On paper, 
we particularly fancied Easton 
Queen, 4-year-old by *Easton out of 
Warrior Lass by Man o’War out of 
the great mare, Sweetheart; Good 
Hope, 5-vear-old by *Bull Dog— 
Miss Bunting by Bunting—HMirth- 
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ful; and Gala Red, 1942, by *Sir 
Gallahad III and Rouge et Noir who 
was by *St. Germans out of Baton 
Rouge. These are examples of the 
quality of mares Mrs. Lewis breeds 
and buys—and shows why, if it was 
necessary to do so, her stable is at 
or near the top each year. Leslie 
Combs II has advised Mrs. Lewis in 
most of her purchases and has been 
uncannily successful in picking 
yearling prospects. Wonder if he’s 
just as shrewd at culling. We be- 
lieve he was acting as adviser, also, 
to Warren Wright when Bull Lea 
was purchased for $14,000 from 
Coldstream as a yearling. 


DONCASTER SET RECORD 

Prices for bloodstock in England 
remain high with a world’s record 
for Yearling Sales established at 
Doncaster when 326 lots brought 
the sum of $2,510,444. Top price 
was brought by a Big Game colt 
which went for $58,800 to the Gaek- 
war of Baroda, owner of the St. 
eger winner, Sayajirao. The “Tight 
Little Isle’ isn’t in as crying need 
of American dollars as you might 
have thought. 


MAHMOUD WINNERS 

Bellesoeur, winner of the Spin- 
away and Astarita Stakes is a Louis 
B. Mayer-bred filly by the late 
*Beau Pere out of the unraced mare 
*Donatrice, dam also of The Dude. 
The second and third fillies in the 
latter stake were two *Mahmouds— 
Grey Flight out of the stakes win- 
ner, Planetoid, only once out of the 
money in twelve starts, by Ariel; 
and Dusty Legs, the C. V. Whitney- 
bred and owned lass also out of the 
stakes winner, Dustemall, a *Chicle 
mare which earned upwards of 
$35,000 in 1929 and 1930. Two 
races after the Astarita, the first 
division of the Beldame Handicap 
was won by another *Mahmoud, 
Snow Goose, a half sister to West- 
minster, being out of Judy o’Grady 
by Man o’War. There being no 
*Mahmouds in the second division, 
daughters of Blue Larkspur came 
to the fore with But Why Not and 
Elpis running first and third with 
the Argentine bred Miss Grillo split- 
ting them. 





GOOD TO SEE PONCHO WIN 

It takes a darn good horse to win 
any of the classes at the annual 
hunter show of the Chagrin Valley 
Hunt Club, at Gates Mills, Ohio., 
from which area have come the 
“National” horses, Mighty, Sunrise, 
Chatter Chat and Holystone, just to 
mention a few old timers. Being 
somewhat of a sentimentalist, we 
were rooting for the 20-year-old 
Poncho, owned and ridden by Betty 
Hadden, and her and our efforts 
were rewarded by wins in some of 
the classes. However Judge Chris

Matriarchs Keep The Prices High 





Influence of Maternal Side of Thoroughbred 
Pedigrees Illustrated At Yearling Sales As 
Top Prices Go To Stakes Producing Broodmares

In the year 1895 there was pub- 
lished in London a book entitled 
“Breeding Horses by the Figure 
gystem”’. The author, then recently 
deceased, was a little-known Aus- 
tralian named C. Bruce Lowe. The 
editor was William Allison, a wide- 
ly read writer on turf matters. Mr. 
Lowe’s ‘figure system”’ consisted in 
classifying all the winners of the 
English classic races according to 
the foundation mares in tail female 
from which they were descended. 
These female lines were then given 
a figure according to the number of 
classic winners each had produced, 
the line having produced the great- 
est number being given the figure 1, 
that having produced the second 
greatest the figure 2, and so on. In 
commenting on these classifications 
Mr. Allison drew some far reaching 
conclusions, such as that certain 
lines were primarily suitable for 
producing good mares, while others 
were incapable of producing a good 
stallion. : 

Mr. Allison’s conclusions have 
now been largely discredited, but 
Mr. Lowe’s classifications survive. 
Take up any sale catalogue of Thor- 
oughbred horses and you will find 
at the bottom of the page describing 
each horse such cryptic words as 
“Thence back to Tregonwell’s Nat- 
ural Barb mare (No. 1 family)” or 
“Thence back to imported mare from 
Stud of Harrison of Brandon’. The 
first refers to Bruce Lowe’s classifi- 
cation, the second to a similar class- 
ification for the American stud 
book financed by Mr. Robert L. 
Gerry and carried out by Miss Mar- 
merite Bayliss (of Bolinvar fame) 
ina book entitled “The Matriarchy 
of the American Turf’’. ‘ 

It is doubtful if these classifica- 
tions now have much influence on 
yearling buyers; the latter are apt 


to think more about the racing and 
producing class of the dam and 
grand dam than about the influence 
of an eighteenth century ancestress. 
At the same time the fashion for 
figure systems did serve one highly 
important purpose. lt centered the 
attention of horse breeders on the 
importance of the mare’s influence 
in any given mating. Before Bruce 
Lowe the tendency was to think 
largely in terms of stallions only. If 
the sire was good enough the dam 
would do. 

Today we are coming to realise 
more and more the importance of 
the female side of the pedigree, a 
tendency which has been growing 
ever since the publication of Bruce 
Lowe’s book. If you don’t believe it, 
just sit through the sixteen sessions 
of the summer yearling sales, as 
the writer has recently done, and 
watch the bidding on some 900 
youngsters. The catalogues provided 
for the owners, trainers and agents 
who bought the pick of the 1946 
crop devoted approximately four 
times as much space to the dam’s 
side as to the sire’s side of the pedi- 
gree. Only the record of the sire 
himself is given while, on the dis- 
taff side, there appears the record 
of three or four generations. 

The sales companies who com 
pile these catalogues do not include 
the records of the first three or 
more dams simply for the purpose 
of filling up the page. On the con- 
trary they go to the tremendous 
labor involved in assembling these 
records because they believe that 
buyers want this information as a 
basis for their selections. 

Certainly the record, both at Sar- 
atoga and Keeneland, shows that 
their theories are correct. The dif- 
ferences between the top selling 
yearlings and the lesser lights was 


not a matter of sires so much as it 


was a matter of dams. A prief glance. 


at this record will serve to illus- 
trate the point. At the summer sales 
21 sires were represented by 24 
colts that sold for $20,000 or more 
and by 20 fillies that sold for $15,- 
000 or more. There were 6 by Whirl- 
away, 5 by *Bull Dog, 4 by War Ad- 
miral, 3 by Bull Lea, *Mahmoud, 
Count Fleet and Bimelech, 2 by 
*Blenheim II, Blue Larkspur and 
Pilate and 1 each by *Heliopolis, 
Eight Thirty, Alsab, Shut Out, Hal- 
tal, *Sir Gallahad III, Challedon, 
*Piping Rock, Reaping Reward, 
Johnstown and *Alibhai. 

On the other hand every one of 
the sires listed above were also re- 
presented at the sales by yearlings 
that sold for very much less than 
these figures, in many cases for less 
than $5,000. The excellence of the 
stallions helped the sale, of course, 
but what made the yearlings bring 
these high figures was the excel- 
lence of the mares. It was their re- 
cords, both as racers and producers, 
that brought out the folding money. 


For example the bidders that drove 
the price of the *Bull Dog—Spotted 
Beauty colt up to $45,000 were look- 
ing at that part of the catalogue 
which showed that his great grand 
dam had produced Grand Slam and 
Jean Valjean, that his grand dam 
had produced Silver Horde and the 
Selima winner War Beauty, and that 
his dam’s only other foal was Royal 
Blood, a very smart two-year-old. 
What ran the prices into the upper 
brackets was that the colts in ques- 
tion were full and half brothers to 
such horses as Jet Pilot, Twilight 
Tear, Pipette, Sopranist, Blue 
Swords, Hampden and other stakes 
winners and that they were out of 
such great race mares as Damaged 
Goods, Donita M., and Well Reward- 
ed. 

It was Risk, who has produced 
four stakes winners including Beau- 
gay and Skylarking, that was re- 
sponsible for her daughter’s topping 
the Keeneland sale, rather than the 
sire Count Fleet. We could all of 
us produce high priced fillies if we 
had in our paddocks the dams of 
such horses as Alsab, Eternal Re- 
ward, Mahmoudess and Harriet Sue 
and such great performers as For- 
ever Yours. 





BREEDING 


There were of course a few ex- 
ceptions, a few colts out of only aver- 
age mares by such particularly fash- 
ionable sires as Bull Lea that still 
brought top prices. There were also 
a few that were so outstanding in 
conformation that buyers were will- 
ing to overlook moderate production 
and performance records on the 
dam’s side. Nevertheless in nine 
cases out of ten it was the class of 
the dam which determined the price 
of her offspring. . 

The reason for the importance: of 
the mare from the breeder’s point 
of view can be easily demonstrated 
by a little mathematics. A Thorough- 
bred stallion can get 30 or 40 foals 
in a year, a mare only one. Conse- 
quently we geld our entire horses 
approximately at the rate of 29 out 
of 30. Although we do not breed all 
our mares, neither do we spay them. 
These figures are extremely rough, 
but at the same time they serve to 
demonstrate the point, namely that, 
compared to the mares, our stallions 
are a very selected lot. 


As far as the summer yearling 
sales are concerned practically all 
the sires are good enough. There 
are a few colts brought in (that 
should not be in such company any- 
way) by mediocre stallions, but by 
and large the top side of_the pedi- 
gree is perfectly adequate. The big 
differences come on the dam’s side. 
Ac a matter of fact if a colt comes 
up that is out of a really top mare 
and by a young and untried stallion 
he will sell just about as well as if 
he had been by one of the leading 
sires, provided of course that his 
papa has a good record on the track 
and is fashionably bred. Again it is 
the mare that counts. 


The importance of brood mares is 
also reflected in prices. During the 
last few years the prices of good 
broodmares has risen relatively fas- 
ter than the prices of stallions and 
yearlings. At Saratoga the top filly 
brought $44,000, at Keeneland $35,- 
000. However the brood mare High- 
clere, dam of Pipette and Sopranist, 
was purchased at the La Boyteaux 
dispersal at Saratoga by J. S. Phipps 
of Blenheim Farms, The Plains, Va., 
for $57,100. 

Cherchez la femme is a motte 
which Thoroughbred breeders keep 
constantly before them.

They were shown in the 
ring at walk, trot and canter—con- 
formation counting 40 percent. I 
believe it would be more interesting 
to have them jump and also in the 
future to make the condition that 
they be 5 years old and over. This 
year two of the ribbons winners 
were 3 years old and may very well 
grow up to 16.0 hands or better. 

The Handy Hunter Challenge Tro- 
phy presented by Mr. Newbold Ely’s 
Hounds will long be remembered by 
the contestants. Of some 25 entries 
less than 50 percent completed the 
course. The great obstacle being a 
white board panel at the end of a 
lane of four panels of 3’ post and 
rails about 10’ apart. The white 
poard panel being set back about 
15’ leaving an opening for those 
horses who saw it. Jill Landreth. 
with her Mike Mullen, which I 
think was the outstanding working 
hunter on the field, won the blue.

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Equitation As Seen At Timonium 





Colonel Cole Finds Children Riding 
Behind Their Horses While Few Show 
Any Aptitude For Making Top Horses

Wednesday, September 10—next- 
to-final day of the Maryland State 
Fair at Timonium—was again hot 
and muggy with showers and sun- 
shine and children, children and 
more children. Under Mrs. Dean 
Bedford’s capable supervision, an 
equitation show was held for all 
those who have not reached their 
eighteenth birthday. It was a very 
painstaking affair, dull for specta- 
tors but the finest kind of training 
for the young. Col. J. Tupper Cole, 
well-known to Chronicle columns, 
came over from Washington to 
judge, and explained as he went 
along to observers Mrs. Walter Kees 
and C. H. Asmis. There was no ques- 
tion of classes not filling; at least 
fifty riders competed in all, and 
some events lasted a solid hour. 

Maiden riders were asked: to 
mount, dismount, back, do _ their 
ringwork as well as show an extend- 
ed trot, and gallop on and _ stop. 
Novices were invited to accomplish 
this and more: an individual per- 
formance along the rail, and a 
change of mounts. Open riders had 
to include figure-eights at a trot 
with change of diagonals, and ditto 
at a canter with change of leads. 
while the 12-to-18-year-old open 
class "demanded riding without stir- 
rups and a change of lead’ while 
cantering in a straight line. 

That few mounts were sufficient- 
ly schooled to make all this easy for 
their riders goes without saying: 
but made the show the more worth- 
while as a lesson in how to achieve 
a well-schooled mount—and how to 
handle him. 

Through the kindness of Mrs. 
Walter Kees, official observer, (who 
is wearing her left arm in a sling 
after a mean fall last week in the 
Howard County Hunt show) we now 
pass on to Chronicle readers some 
of Colonel Cole’s criticisms at the 
Maryland Equitation Show at Tim- 
onium. While these may sound 
harsh, readers might remember that 
Col. Cole has high standards, and 
that moreover this type of equita- 
tion show—and indeed the study of 
equitation in this form—is new to 


Maryland, if not to many other 
“horsey” communities. 
Maryland youngsters, most of 


whom are put astride a pony at an 
early age and simply told to “ride 
him,” have hitherto not had any 
great chances to learn the _ fine 
points of ringwork, collection, ete. 
Nevertheless, the fact that they get 
around pretty well in the hunting 
field and cross country, and that 
this casual system has produced top- 
notch steeplechase riders, can con- 
se'o them now while they study why 
the judge had a caustic eye on their 
sho. -ring ability. 

Virtually every child, reports Col. 
Cole, was “behind his horse,” and 
not a single one did his trots and 
diagonals correctly. Most just 
“bumped for a few steps and hoped 
it would come out right.” At the 
trot, the horse should figure-eight 


smoothly while his rider, at the 
crossover point, simply sticks for 
one beat in his saddle, then con- 


tinues posting. He should post to 
the outside diagonal; in plain words, 
if the horse is circling to the right 
he sits down when the left forefoot 
(and right hind foot) strikes the 
ground. : 

In changing leads at the canter, 
performances, said the judge, were 
better: the children did know what 
this was all about, even if smooth- 
ness and quietness were notably 
lacking. Great fault Col. Cole found 





with the riding over jumps was in 
handwork. Children were too apt 
to “set their reins’ and let the 
horse jump into the bit, rather than 
keep their touch on the _horse’s 
mouth fluid enough to “go with the 
horse.”’ A horse while jumping must 
be able to arch or extend his neck 
and move his head without being 
brought up by a sharp jab from the 
rider’s stiff hands. Nor is giving him 
a dangling rein the correct solution. 

When riding without stirrups, the 
leg should hang easily, the foot in 
a natural position with toes down, 
and not gripped under the horse nor 
high and forward. 

So much for criticism; may riders 
profit by it. and may there be more 
and better equitation shows in com- 
ing years.

3 Days At Timonium 


Continued From Page Fifteen 
Five stallions in the Thorough- 
bred stud class made an unusual 
and glamorous sight—and inciden- 
tally, posed quite a problem for Mr. 
Glass, who had seen none of them 
before. Pre-award guessing around 
the bleacher seats was wide open; 
everyone apparently hacking a dif- 
ferent choice. 

It wasn’t too hard to foresee New 
World, Alfred Vanderbilt’s impres- 
sive son of Discovery, as the blue 
ribbon winner—which he was; the 


well-made chestnut had a dash and 
elan about him, to use aé_e zippy 
French word, that was unmistak- 


able. But a warm cheer greeted the 
award of the red ribbon to courage- 
ous, honest, zood-tempered old 
Golden Vein, though he was being 
pinned above the $50,000 horse 
bought last year in California. 
Occupy, son of *Bull Dog. Occupy, 
however, is only six and has plenty 
of time. And Golden Vein, from Da- 
Lee Watts’ farm at Havre de Grace. 
is a long-time favorite of Maryland- 
ers, and looked in splendid shape. 
The Howard County _ stalwart 
twenty-one year-old Grev Coat, was 
given fourth, Mr. Glass commenting 
on the lightness with which he ear- 
ries his years (and also mentioning 
his own happy experiences’ with 
some of Grey Coat’s get. which he 
thinks front-rankers in the hunting 
field). Fifth and last was Bean of 
Mine, a fine bay youngster standing 
at Danny Shea’s farm and needing, 


perhaps, a few vears to fill out in. 
Going along to the Half-bred 
classes. we found them smaller but 


with plenty of quality. Winning 
broodmare was a big, serene bay 
called Madre, by Beau Pine from an 
unknown mare. Madre was a Green 
Spring Valley Hunt horse until she 
injured her right shoulder last year; 
Dr: and Mrs. Dudley L. Babb, he a 
well-known Baltimore physician, 
bought her not long after they pur- 
chased a farm near Sparks, Md.. 
and besides being something of a 
family pet she is in foal to Busy 
Wire, and should get a good one, 
having a lot of scope and being, her- 
self, an able jumper. The u>iquifous 
Peach Brothers, by the way, ran off 
with the other three ribbons in this 
event. 

One interesting note about the 
Breeders’ Show judging was Mr. 
Glass’ emphasis on ‘‘nersonality.” 
He stated he always’ looked for. 
(besides conformation.) aliveness, 
and that intangible thing, an alert, 
sensitive, kind expression in a ton- 
enalitv horse—and throughout the 
show he was consistent in this. Plain 
heads, carried low or in a_ bored 
way, and a dull or sulky look went 
decidedly against several entries: 
by contrast, the brilliant carriage 
of, say, Rigan McKinney's hav year- 
ling colt and the wonderfu! disposi- 
tion obvious about the mare Tee 
Totum, were big factors indeed. 

Anthony Rives. of Cobham. Va.. 
came up to Maryland on September 
9th to give the Free State’s ponies a 
thorough going-over. and with in- 
teresting results. What made it ex- 
ceptionally tnteresting was that this 
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show followed on the heels of the 
breeding classes at the Harford 
County Fair two weeks ago, where 
Mrs. Dean Bedford and Mrs. R. C. 
Winmill officiated. In one or two 
cases, at least, Judge Rives may be 
said to have disagreed with Judges 
Bedford and Winmill entirely. How- 
ever, there is perhaps more leeway 
in considering pony conformation, 
and more room for matters of per- 
sonal taste, in ponies than in horses. 

The class for Shetland stallions, 
for instance, at the Harford Fair 
found Mrs. Mark Hopkins’ Copper 
Laddie nosing out Olney’s Big Stuff 
and Saddle Acres’ Silver Clipper in 
that order, while at Timonium Mr. 
Rives placed Silver Clipper above 
Copper Laddie, with Big Stuff a 
poor fourth after his  stablemate, 
Olney Mighty—also, by the way, his 
son. Ten-year-old Big Stuff gets 
good stock, nonetheless, and proved 
it by being the winning sire later 
in the get-of-sire event. 

In the class for pony yearlings 
other than Shetland, a roan colt, 
Cupidon, owned by Mrs. C. W. 
Shaw, Jr., was overlooked at Har- 
ford but at Timonium was given the 
blue. (To add/to the fun, Cupidon 
happened to triumph over @ half- 
Arab half-Welsh filly, Independent- 
ly Yours, shown by Miss Daphne 
Bedford.) Furthermore in a stallion 
event (non-Shetland) Cupidon was 
pinned second, though Mr. Rives de- 
clared him the outstanding animal, 
only because his yearling’ status 
hardly permitted him to be compet- 
ing against grown studs. 

As a straw in the wind, it was 
worth noting that the class for non- 
Shetland foals grew to such size it 
had to be divided into fillies and 
colts and judged separately. There 
were half a dozen Shetland foal en- 
tries; but few Shetland yearlings- 
and-older. Indications are that 
Maryland pony breeders are branch- 
ing out considerably, and that in 
another couple of years there should 
be a wide variety of breeds and 
crosses to pick from for those in the 


market for tractable children’s 
mounts. Mrs. Charles. Iliff, of 
Arnold, Md., is introducing new 


stock from »onies she purchased last 
and Mrs. William H. B. How- 
plans to attend an Ohio pony 
sale this month to replenish her 
stud tarm. These with the addition 
of some Welsh and Arabian blood, 
and with frequent crosses of Thor- 
vusuvred blood, should mark quite 
a gain—#in versatility if nothing else 

-for local breeding pastures. 

To get on to the championship, it 
went this time to Chickery Chick, a 
gray roan filly from Olney Farm, 
which was bred by Miss Julia Shear- 
er. This three-year-old has an un- 
commonly light and graceful way 
of going, and many a witness has 
remarked that she moves like a 
Thoroughbred at the trot and can- 


vear

ter; to this writer’s mind she is 
marred only by a rather’ bulbous 
forehead. 


Mrs. Murray Clark’s Little Biggs. 
a consistently fine performer all 
summer with four-year-old Mary 
Clare Treadwell up, was s¢ratched 
from Timonium classes. Word went 
out that following the Harford 
Show Little Biggs was purchased for 
a family pet by a South American, 
and the pony left the country by 


plane not long ago along with a 
mate from Mrs. Mark Hopkins’ 
Wildwood Farm. How these good 


Shetlands fare in a tropical climate 
will be awaited with interest. 

One of the most popular wins at 
the Equitation Show on Sept. 10 
was Johnny Hoy who won the open 
class for the older group. Johnny is 
the elder of the Hoy brothers, and 
has spent a good deal of the time 
this summer being beaten by his 
younger brother Billy. This was put- 
ting his nose forlornly out of joint. 
However, Johnny need bow his head 
to no one after the workout Colonel 
Cole gave the class—a workout 
which weeded out one rider after 
another until Johnny was left perch- 
ed on top of the heap, and Billy was 
in the money, to be sure, but not 
higher than fourth. It was all fun 
and good sportsmanship of course, 
but the older brother got a warm 
hand from the audience. 

Heather Shaw got a fall in the 
novice jumping event, her green 
horse Lucky having spilled her 
crankily at a fence; she rode to 
Baltimore in the track. amhulance 
but fortunately got away from the 
hospital without even a plaster cast. 
A spinal bone was cracked, but will 
mend with rest and quiet, so the 
medic’s verdict. ran——and Heather 
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reflected school starts soon anyhow! 

Barbara Ann Kade took ¢, 
younger division of open jumpj 
the open hacks, and a second and 
third elsewhere.

Notes From

Mr. Woodward’s Speech At 


The Gimcrack Stakes Dinner 
In Honor of Black Tarquin 





J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


Mr. William Woodward, chairman 
of the New York Jockey Club and 
honorary member of the English 
Jockey Club, will be chief guest at 
the annual dinner of the Gimcrack 
Club at York by virtue of his Amer- 
jean bred Black Tarquin having won 
the Gimcrack Stakes at York. By 
covering the six furlongs in 1.10 3-5 
Black Tarquin set up a record in 
the race, named after the famous 
little horse which won his last race 
as a 6-year-old in 1771. The Gim- 
erack Club at York was named after 
him, but in reality no club exists, 
except as constituted by the York 
Race Committee. It was that good 
amateur rider, the late Col. R. F. 
Meysey-Thompson, who wrote: 


Here’s to the health of the antiente 
fraternitie, 

The world famous Bretheren, the 
Gimeracks of York. 

‘Tig speech that they prize, and not 
taciturnity. 

So they mix at their banquets their 
liquour with talk. 


The eloquent guest endowed with 
loquacity, 

May feast to the full on the ‘‘plats’’ 
that abound. 

If bon mots are within his capacity, 

He is sure of applause from the 

Gimcracks around. 

There have been many occasions 
when there have been fireworks in 
the speeches at the Gimcrack din- 
ner, often a member of the Jockey 
Club, or the chief guest has fore- 
shadowed radical changes in the 
policy of the Turf governing body, 
and usually the winner of the Gim- 
wack Stakes has taken the oppor- 
tunity to make pungent, straight- 
from-the-elbow criticisms of the 
English Turf in general, or some 
particular aspect of it. Mr. Wood- 
ward will doubtless have a good 
deal to say about what Americans 
eall the ‘Jersey Act’, and he will 
speak with added force in view of 
the fact that Black Tarquin, through 
“The Jersey Act’, is not eligible tor 
our Stud Book. He will have con- 
structive criticism in other direc- 
tions and his speech will be eagerly 
looked forward to as coming from 
an authority, whose opinions are 
valued. 


American Bloodstock Breeder 
Norman Field, brother of Marshall 
Field, who used to run so many 
horses in England, was himself a 
successful point-to-point rider. Nor- 
man Field bought the once famous 
Streatlam Abbey Stud to revive the 
glory of the paddocks there, in 
Which John Bowes had four Derby 
Winners in his day. At one time Mr. 
Field thought of having his horses 
trained on the Streatlam’ gallops 
used by Mr. Bowes for the early 
training of his horses, which after- 
wards went to Whitewall at Malton, 
and, after the death of John Scott, 
to Perrin and John Hammond Peart 
at Malton. Incidentally it was Mr. 
Bowes who laid down a tan gallop 
M Langton Wold, Malton, this be- 
ing perhaps the first of its kind at 
& training quarters. 
It was in 1922 Mr. Field bought 
Streatlam Estate near Barnard 
Castle, and started breeding blood- 
stock there. He was born in Amer- 
in 1880. At the outset of his 
career Norman Field learned farm- 
with Teasdale Hutchinson at 
Catterick, at a time when Hutchin- 
802 was well-known as a shorthorn 
sheep breeder, and also as a 
Seat judge of a hunter. He had 
tunted all his life, had ridden a bit 
“8 an amateur and fanned the 
Sporting flame inherent in his pupil. 
tually he settled down at Lart- 
M Hall, not far from Streatlam 
ad, in 1919 founded the Larting- 
Harriers, of which he and his 
Wife are Joint-Masters.

International Matches At Meadow Brook 





Stewart Iglehart’s Play Sensation In Closing 
Match of Series Against Mexicans As Old 





Westbury Defeats Gracidas and Sonora 10-7

Last week four teams competed 
for the most coveted trophy in the 
polo world, the U. S. Open Cham- 
pionship. Three American teams 
made up of the best players from 
the East and West together with the 
Mexican team, winners of last year’s 
open title, gave this famous tourna- 
ment an international flavour. 

The Mexicans, who have gone all 
out for polo ever since before World 
War II, have developed a fast ag- 
gressive style of play and have ac- 
quired a string of polo ponies second 
to none. Last year, after losing a 
series of matches by close scores to 
the best team the U. S. could put 
against them, they went on to win 
the National Open Title and demon- 
strate that it takes a team picked 
from the top players of this coun- 
try to defeat them. 

The first match was played be- 
tween two American teams, Laddie 
ganford’s Hurricanes and Stewart 
Iglehart’s Old Westbury. This was 
the grudge match of the tournament 
and produced some of the finest polo 
seen on International Field in many 
years. ‘Mike’ Stevenson, the veter- 
an internationalist who together 
with Devereaux Milburn, Watson 
Webb and Tommy Hitchcock repre- 
gented the United States against 
England, in what was considered the 
golden era of polo, stated that ir 
was as good a polo game as he had 
ever seen. The Hurricanes, the best 
mounted team in America, were 
made up of Laddie Sanford, Peter 
Grace, Cecil Smith and Alan Corey, 
and rated 29 goals. Old Westbury 
composed of Pedro Silvero, Buddy 
Combs, Stewart Iglehart and George 
Qliver, rated 30 goals. The game 
was close and hard fought, Old 
Westbury winning by a score of 10 
to 9. The Hurricanes had Old West- 
bury out-mounted but Stewart Igle- 
fart, with his uncanny ability to 
break up the oppositions’ team play, 
gave Old Westbury the edge in this 
match. 

The second semi-final match was 
played between Meadow Brook and 
the defending champions, Mexico. 
Meadow Brook with Pete Bostwick. 
Mike Phipps, Peter Perkins and Red 
Guy with a rating of 31 goals, was 
the highest rated team in the tourna- 
ment. Handicapped by lack of top 
ponies and the tact that Mike 
Phipps, the 10 goal star, had been ill 
with the flu, Meadow Brook was de- 
feated § to 5 by Mexico. This was 
the first chance to watch the Mexi- 
tans in action against real opposi- 
tion, and several interesting features 
of the Mexican type of play were 
evident. Team play is their outstand- 
ing characteristic. The Mexicans are 
not long hitters but they hit to each 
other and follow each other up beau- 
tifully. There always seemed to be 
a Mexican on the ball, and only the 
most aggressive type of riding and 
long hitting can break up team play 
of this sort. Old timers were re- 
minded of the famous Australian 
team made up of the 4 Austin broth- 
ers, who came to this country in :ne 
late twenties. They played a shor' 
Passing game and batted the ball 
back and forth to each other witl 
Weanny precision. 

The final game for the champion- 
ship was played between Old West- 
bury and Mexico on _ International 
Field Sunday September 2ist. The 

est crowd of the season about 
7,000 turned out and were rewarded 

Seeing Stewart Iglehart. put on 
{1 exhibition of how polo should be 
Played. Iglehart scored § out of the 
1 goals made by Old Westbury, and 
oe of his shots from the back line 
travelled over 150 yards, one of the 

est shots ever hit on a polo field. 
The final score of the game was 10 
wae favour of the Americans.

and he is by far the longest hitter 
on the Mexican team. 

[ played on an American team in 
Mexico against these players back 
in 1941, and I believe that the Mexi- 
can style of play, short hitting with 
a player always coming in behind 
the man with the ball to pick it up 
if he misses, is the result of the 
smaller rougher-surfaced fields in 
Mexico. The tendency of the ball to 
bounce makes it imperative to al- 
ways have a man in the safety posi- 
tion to pick up the misses. Until the 
Mexicans develop longer hitting play- 
ers they will never be able to beat a 
really good American team. The al- 
titude, 7,500 feet above sea level, in 
Mexico City also greatly affects any 
game played with a stick and ball. 
The pall travels farther and faster 
in the light air. It is estimated that 
a polo or golf ball will travel as 
much as 20 percent farther at high 
altitudes than at sea level. 

J. (Choo-Choo) Solorzano, Presi- 
dent of the Polo Association of Mex- 
ico and Manager of the Mexican 


team, described the game as fol- 
lows; ‘‘Five penalty shots for Old 
Westbury; boom 4 goals. Five pen- 


alty shots for Mexico; boom no 
goals. That and too much Igiehart 
was the reason why we lost.’ Inci- 
dentally, Solorzano is one of the 
best bull-fighters in Mexico and a 
three-goal polo. player himself. 
Everybody on Long Island hopes that 
the Mexicans will come back next 
year for the tournament and that, if 
possible, an Argentine team may also 
be represented so that a truly inter- 
national flavour can be given to this 
popular tournament.

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Sky’s Image Captures 
Two Feature Trophies 
At Rochester Show

The Country Club of Rochester 
(N. Y.) revived its horse show Sun. 
Sept. 14—first show since 1941— 
one of the war’s postponements, un- 
der a committee of which J. F. Wel- 
ler was chairman. Associated with 
him in the revival of the Country 
Club of Rochester show were Oscar 
N. Solbert, Edward Harris II, Maro 
S. Hunting, Rudolph C. Siebert, Al- 
fred H. Doud, Frank Whalen and 
the writer. 


The feature of the show was a 
pair of challenge trophies, both of 
which were retired by Mr. and Mrs. 
William C. Faugh’s Sky’s Image. 
One of these was a challenge tropny 
in memory of the late John Weis of 
Rochester Exposition Horse Show 
fame. The original requirements 
were that it be won three times by 
the same horse; but since it was 
won twice by a horse now dead, and 
once by another horse owned by 
the same gentleman it was decided 
to let the trophy go at three times 
by the same horse or four times by 
the same owner. This owner proved 
to be “Bill’” Faugh, who holds a 
judge’s license from the American 
Horse Shows Association. His for- 
mer wins in this event were with 
Red Sky and Sky’s Double. Before 
those two entered the picture Mrs. 
Faugh’s brother, James §S. Meisen- 
zahl captured the first handle with 
Ard Clu by *Lough Foyle, 1937) 
and in 1938 James D. Anderson cap- 
tured a handle with Lightning Lad 
by Thunderation. 


The other trophy that Mr. and 
Mrs. Faugh retired was’ for’ the 
show’s hunter champion and again 
Sky’s Image captured it. Former 
claims on this trophy were taken 
by Ard Clu, above mentioned; Red 
Sky, also above’ mentioned; Mr. 
and Mrs. Dan Conway’s Straight 
Play, and Mr. and Mrs. Faugh’s Sky- 
ward. This class carried no entry 
fee and was open only to those hors- 
es who took ribbons in the’ three 
hunter classes judged in the morn- 
ing over an outside course, about 
half-a-mile long and having such 
jumps as are regularly found in the 
hunting field. The three classes 
were: lightweight hunters won by 
Sky’s Image; middle and _ heavy- 
weight hunters won by Michael 
Magde’s *Royal Flush and model 
hunters won by Sky’s Image. Ori- 
ginally the middle weights were 
separated from the heavyweights. 


On Sunday Dan Conway, riding 
his own Burma, won the open jump-

ing and the touch and out. 

Not many years before his death 
Pritchard Strong donated a trophy 
to the Country Club of Rochester 
Horse Show—for horsemanship, to 
be won three times, and in the class 
bareback jumping was required 
among other startling tests. It was 
retired in 1938 by Mrs. Robert A. 
Messler, II who immediately an- 
nounced a new trophy, under simi- 
lar terms. This new one was finally 
awarded to Robert M. Glover of 
Geneseo, N. Y. This year Mrs. Mess- 
ler started the class over again and 
the first handle went to Miss Ann 
Barry. A horsemanship class earlier 
in the day went to Philip Van Dev- 
enter.

HORSEMEN AND THE FEVER 

Horsemen the country over are 
mustering all available medical 
knowledge to help combat the spread 
of the dread swamp fever. In Vir- 
ginia, the Horsemen's Association 
gathered in Middleburg on Monday, 
September 22nd and voted to place 
a ban on the importation of all hors- 
es into the state from the infected 
areas. Melville Church, President of 
the Association, felt Virginia horse- 
men should go on record with a de- 
finite proposal to keep the disease 
from spreading into the state. Dr. 
C. D. Stein of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Disease at Beltsville, Md. gave 
illustrations with slides of the ef- 
fects of animals innoculated with 
swamp fever. A committee was in- 
structed to draw up an embargo on 
horses from the infected areas and 
to require all horses coming into 
the state to have a_ veterinarian’s 
certificate stating they had not besn 
subjected to swamp fever for 60 
days. Meanwhile Monmouth has had 
to cancel their hunt meeting plans 
originally scheduled for October 
25th at Red Bank, New Jersey due 
to a horse in the area coming down 
with swamp fever. So far no other 
hunt meetings are planning to can- 
cel their meetings. Rolling Rock at 
Ligonier, Pennsylvania had 97 hors- 
es entered for their two days, Octo- 
ber ist and 4th. Due to horses from 
New York being unable to come, 
this has been cut to 68 being ihe 
horses now in training from Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
Delaware where there have bee? no 
cases of swamp fever reported. One 
of the most frightening aspect of 
swamp fever is ifs difficulty to re 
cognise. Cultures must be taken 
from horses suspected of having it 
and injected into healthy animals. 
After 60 days if there is no reaction, 
it is safe to assume the original 
horses are alright. Varying stages 
of the sickness are recorded as 
acute, chronic, sub-acute or merely 
carriers. At Beltsville, accsrding to 
Dr. Stein, there are two horses 
known to be carriers that are 13 and 
14 years old but are not otherwise 
noticably affected. Veterinarians 
have been unable to find any cure 
and it is a disease from which an 
animal never recovers. 


RENWICK KERR’S FALL 

Renwick Kerr who has been & 
familiar figure with Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Foxhounds for a number 
of years was out cubbing recently 
when his horse stepped in a ground 
hog hole. Mr. Kerr had a bad fall, 
coming up with six broken ribs and 
a broken thumb. This is the hardest 
luck for a veteran foxhunter but it 
is to be hoped even such a nasty fall 
as this will not keep this ‘good 
man” down for long. 


TIME OUT FOR MOONSHINER 

Miss Cynthia Cannon of Mill- 
brook, N. Y. paid a visit to Meander 
Farm, Locust Dale, Va. where she 
spent several days riding her colt 
Moonshiner. Moonshiner has been 
outstanding this year and is an ex- 
cellent prospect for future cham- 
pionship honors. He is by Teuful— 
Wood Queen. Miss Cannon was on 
her way to Chapel Hill, N. C. to re- 
sume her studies at the University. 
She expects to get in some hunting 
with the Sedgefield Hunt and Moore 
County Hounds. 
FIRST TQ ARRIVH 

Overheard in the paddock depart- 
ment: As a very battered and war 
weary field of claiming hurdlers fil- 
ed postward, a jumping rider was 
heard to remark, “This should be 
ealled the hospital stake, it’s a race 
to see who gets there first.” 





MONSIEUR LE COMTE 

Horse circles around Chicago have 
a new member. He is Comte Guy de 
Rochefort of France. Although mon- 
sieur le Comte speaks English fluen- 
tly, he has earnest horsemen in these 
parts, dusting off their French, that 
they might not miss one word of 
his very interesting conversation. 
With the background of a son of 
the French nobility, he had, from 
his earliest recollection, one burn- 
ing desire. That was, to be an officer 
in the French cavalry. With his par- 
ents, he spent winters and springs 
in Paris, summers in their villa on 
the Normandy seaside and autumns 
in their castle in Sologne, which 
was surrounded with a farm that 
was famous for the hunting it pro- 
vided. All of this was cast aside to 
become a cadet in the French mili- 
tary academy of St. Cyr. As an of- 
ficer, he trained at the world fam- 
ous French cavalry school at Sau- 
mur, where, after a very successful 
career, he returned to instruct for 
twenty-five years. He was the win- 
ner of the first International Mili- 
tary steeplechase, winning over Bri- 
tish, Belgian, Italian and Polish 
competitors on the track of Boisfort, 
near Brussels. He was also the win- 
ner of the jumping ‘‘Champiomat”’ 
at the horse show in London, over 
one hundred fifty competitors of 
every European nation in 1913. He 
was decorated with the Legion 
d’Honeur and the Croix de Guerre 
with three stars, in World War I. 
Later he was an American interpre- 
ter. He subsequently served in Tan- 
giers, Morocco, Algiers and Tunisia. 
in a civilian capacity. He was re- 
mobilized by the French army at 
the start of World War II and came 
to the United States as commandant 
of the French Purchasing commis- 
sion in Chicago, where he was auth- 
orized to remain, by his government, 
after the fall of France, in 1940. 
The United States government sent 
him to Fort Benning, Georgia, 
where, at the Infantry School, he 
trained eighty-six French “Engages 
Voluntaries”. These graduates later 
left to join French forces fighting 
with the American army in North 
Africa. It was a rare treat to listen 
to the conversation of .Comte de 
Rochefort, at the recent Olympic 
trials at Hinsdale. While instructing 
at Saumur, he was in the famous 
“Cadre Noir’, members of which are 
known by cavalrymen all over the 
world, as “Gods of Equitation’. No 
wonder Chicago horsemen are sit- 
ting at his feet, polishing up their 
French and, as they accidentally step 
on each other’s feet, saying, ‘‘Par- 
donnez moi, s’il vous plait.” 


OFFICIAL GREETINGS 

Freddy Colwill, gentleman rider 
three time of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner Blockade will be the 
man that owners, and trainers meet 
at the entrance gate at Laurel. Mr. 
Colwill has the important assign- 
ment of checking all entrants com- 
ing into the track. With his back- 
ground as an amateur «rider, . and 
racing official at other tracks, he is 
well qualified for this position with 
the Maryland Jockey Club, which 
now operates Laurel. 


FINAL TRIALS FOR OLYMPICS 
Colonel E. F. Thomson, Captain of 
the Army Equestrian Team _ says 
some indications of civilian partici- 
pation from the Colorado Springs 
area has been shown in the official 
Olympic Equestrian Trials to be held 
at Fort Riley, Kansas on October 1 
through 3. Outside of this, it appears 
to be up to the Army. Anyone can 
compete and the Army suggests that 
those who want to have themselves 
or their horses considered for the 
1948 Olympic Team have a perfect- 
ly good opportunity to do so by be- 
ing present at the trials. The jury 
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responsible for picking the horses 
will in all probability be headed by 
Major General Guy V. Henry, chair- 
man of the Olympic Equestrian Com- 
mittee. In order that the Team may 
go over to England a sufficient time 
ahead to get acclimatised with some 
pre-Olympic competition, Brooks 
Parker of Philadelphia and Christo- 
pher Wadsworth of Geneseo have 
agreed to help raise sufficient funds 
to make this advance trip possible. 


IRISH JOCKEY TO RIDE IN U. S. 

Martin Maloney, one of Ireland’s 
top ‘chasing riders and the leading 
rider this year in Hire, will ride at 
the Fall Hunt Meeting at Ligonier, 
the Rolling Rock meeting of Rich- 
ard K. Mellon.
